“This is the time of year when the 
country reverts to the significance 
of Lincoln's influence. Whatever 
be his monuments in accomplish- 
ments as the preserver of the Amer- 
ican Union and the great emancipa- 
tor, he has an enduring fame 
through his deathless utterances de- 
livered from time to time. 
terances clearly pointed the course 

f history in a momentous era and 
merely became an index of the 
progress of our national! growth from 
a slavocracy defended as a _ loose 
confederation of states to an indis- 
solvable union of indestructible 
etates. 

“In 1858 when he was 49 years 
of age and known locally as a loca! 
political figure, he outlined the issue 
upon the most sensitive question 
which within a dozen years was to 
divide churches, destroy political 
parties and threaten the overturn of 
the Government in the greatest civil 
war known to history. 


“*A Rouse divided against it- 
self cannot stand. I believe this 
Government cannot endure per- 
manently half slave and half free.’ 


“When his friends urged him 
against this ‘d——d fool utterance,’ 
and wanted to know ‘What in God's 
name could induce you to promu)- 
gate such an opinion,’ his reply was, 
‘Upon my soul I think it is true.’ To 
him he re- 
plied, ‘Friends, this thing has been 
retarded long enough. The time has 
come when these sentiments should 
be uttered. And if it is decreed that 
I must go down because of this 
apéeech, then let me go down linked 
with the truth. Let me die in the 
advocacy of what it« just and right.’ 

“The same year he pressed Doug- 
las to answer the following question: 

“Can the people of a territory, in 
any lawful way, against the wish of 
any citizen of the United States, ex- 
clude siavery from its limits prior to 
the formation of a State Constitu- 
tion?’ 

“When he was warned by his 
friends that unless he desisted from 
his demand for an answer he could 
never defeat Douglas for the Sen-| 
ate, he replied: 

“*"? shall demand an answer. If 
ever Douglas answers me, either yes 
or no, he can never be elected.

To Greeley, who had causti- 
cally criticised him as an opportun- 
ist because he did not free the slaves, 
he wrote, on Aug. 22, 1862, just one 
month before his preliminary eman- 
cipation proclamation was an- 
nounced: 

“*My paramount object in this 
struggle is to save the Union. If | 
can save the Union without freeing 
any slaves, I would do it: and if I 
could save it by freeing all the slaves 
I would do it; and if I could save 
it by freeing s0me and leav- 
ing others alone I would do that.

“In the struggle for the life of the 
Union, emancipation had to be de- 
creed, which was done, to become ef- 
fective Jan. 1, 1863.

shed added luster upon it. 

“His son was the founder of the 
smelting industry in New England 
about the year 1704. 

‘The family was characteristical- 
vy American in that for 200 yvears it 
a migratory one, setting its face 
to the West. following the line 
of the frontier. From Massachusetts 
the first removal was to New Jer- 
sey, then to Pennsylvania. to Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, Indiana and finally 
to [llinois. 

“During all these generations, un- 
til we come to Thomas Lincoln, fa- 
ther of the President, the family 
was one of influence and character, 
counting leading men in the several 
communities wherein it resided. 

Family Fortune Declines. 

“With the acaee of the President, 
however, the fortune under: 
went a sharp decline. 

“At an early age Thomas Lincoln 
was left a penniless orphan on the 
raw Kentucky frontier. Penniless 
and uneducated, he grew up. and 
whether by reason of hard environ- 
ment or inherent lack of capacity, 
went through life a povertys | 
stricken ne'’er-do-well.

Says Correspondents Were

NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—Frederick 

Noy Martin, acting general manager 

of the Associated Press, was some- 

what taken aback when shown the 

Post-Dispatch of Tuesday last con- 

taining the speech delivered in St 

Louis by Oswald Garrison Villard, 


editor of the Nation, taking the 
American newspapers to task espe- 
iially for their handling of foreign 
news, as evidenced by what he calls 
thelr utter misrepresentation of af- 
fairs in Kussia. 

Declaring that the only remedy 
the establishment by the Associated 
Press and other American news 
agencies of “‘competent and fearless” 
correspondents in Europe, Villard’s 
implication seemed to be that the 
present ataff is either incompetent, 
or is inflvenced by fear in a policy 
of misrepresentation. 

Displeased at Implication. 

Martin was not at all pleased at 
this implication, which 
made to apply in domestic matters, 
especially the reporting of the steel 
strike, which Villard seemed to think 
was done by the Pittsburg papers, 
their news being distributed by the 
Associated Press. 

“As every news editor in the coun- 
iry knows, and as Mr. Villard should 
snewn, Wwe covered the steel strike 
with our own men and did call 
ipon any of the papers in the dis- 
rict for our information,” said Mar- 
tin. 

After reading the report over care- 
iully, Martin said: 

“I gee only two direct references 
here to the Associated Press. In 
one Mr. Villard speaks of our with- 
drawing our men from Russia be- 
eause the British censorship made it 
useless to try to maintain them 
there; the other is where he speaks 
of his ‘remedy’ for the situation he 
envisages. These I will answer.” 

Whereupon, he dictated the 
lowing statement: 

“I do not know what Mr. 
means by saying that there was 
complete complaisance in the with- 
drawal of all the Associated Press 
correspondents from Russia a couple 
of years ago because of the British 
Government's interference with their 
dispatches. The Associated Press 
did not withdraw its correspondents 
rom Russia at all. Thev were 
thrown out and thelr withdrawal 
had no connection in any way with 
the British or any other censorship 
but that of the soviet government, 
which has itnimated to us indirectly 
that we could send correspondents 
into Russia if they would write news 
favorable to the soviet government. 

Russia Is Sole Exception. 

“As to Mr. Villard’s statement tha‘ 
Americans cannot reasonably expect 
to be truthfully informed of world 
events until the Associated Press and 
ite American agencies are thorough- 
ly established throughout the world.

Members of the House Judiciary 
Committee today said that the bill 
consolidating the offices of Cireutt 
Attorney and Proesecuting Attornes 
in St. Louis to give all the duties to 
the Circuit Attorney, would be 
amended in the committee to reduce 
the salary provided for Circult At- 
torney Sidener to approximately the 

amount he now received, 

The bill. as intreduced, sought to 
increase Sidener'’s income from the 
office to about $13.000 a year, mak- 
ing it the largest income received hy 
an official in St. Louisa, the Mayor 
and Collector being next with $10,000 
each. 

The committee members have been 
informed that under the bill the cost 
of administering the office of Cirecull 
Attorney would be $3482 a year more 
than the cost of the Circuit and 
Prosecuting Attorney's office at prem 
ent. The bill provides three addl- 
tional assistants and two additional 
stenographers for the Circuit At- 
torney. 

In addition to his salary of $5009 
Sidener now receives approximately 
$4000 in fees for attending inquests 
and in bond forfeiture cases. Thé 
bill prevides an increase in salary 
of $2500. It is the expectation that 
this salary increase will be taken 
from the blll by the committee, 

The committee favors the bill 
largely because it will remove from 
office a Democrat, Prosecuting At- 
torney Oakley having been appotnted 
by former Gov. Gardner as ope of 
his last offictal acts.
